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The  "birth  rate  increased  durino;  the  year  19^2  and  the 
infant  i^.ortality  rate  was  one  of  the  lowest  on  record.  T,.e 
death  jpute  of  10.6  per  1000  of  the  population  is  lowi^r  than 
the  rate  for  England  & Wales  (11.9) » -ud  the  incidence  of 
notified  infectious  disetse  was  also  negligihle  coinpared  to 
the  previous  year.  Only  two  c^'ses  of  Tuberculosis  v^erc 
notified  during  1962,  seven  v/ere  notified  and  confiriViSd  by 
the  Chest  Physician  during  I961.  * 

It  is  apparent  therefore,  in  view  of  a high  birth  rate, 
a low  death  rate  and  freedorr.  fron  infectious  disease  that 
the  health  of  the  population  was  very  satisfactory  during  the 
year  under  review. 

The  ir  wu“.iEing  schenes  arranged  by  the  Local  Health 
Authority,  ie  the  Vi/ilts.  County  Council,  have  contributed 
largely  towerds  the  great  inproven^nt  in  child  health;  the 
crippling  deforiaities  of  Poliomyelitis  and  serious  Heart 
Disease  due  to  Diphtheria  are  f ortsuaately  becoming  things  of 
the  past.  Nevertheless  it  is  eirpjhasised  once  more  that  a.n 
increasing  population  is  particularly  vulnerable  to  imported 
virulent  infectious  disease  from  those  countries  within  the 
Commonwealth  which  do  not  possess  ^an  efficient  public  health 
Svjrvice.  Tvvo  ii.iportcd  cases  of  Sr-allpox  reported  during  196I 
hcraldod  an  outbreak  in  this  country  which  lasted  until  May 
1962  in  which  there  were  62  indigenous  cases  in  all.  This 
outbreak  of  Smallpox  occasioned  a heavy  public  demand  for 
vaccination  or  re-vaccination  which  it  wm  s difficult  to  refuse, 
although  it  is  not  accepted  as  good  policy  to  embark  on  mass 
vaccination  of  the  r^ublic  whenever  Si.'.allpox  has  been  introduced. 
Parents  arc  therefore  ' dviced  to  ensure  that  their  children 
arc  Veccinated  in  infancy  preferably  about  the  fifteenth  month, 
the  risk  of  coi;ipli  cat  ions,  following  future  vaccination  as  a 
measure  of  control,  w-ill  be  reduced  thereby. 

The  term:  ’’public  health”  is  begimiing  to  assuir.e  a wider 
m*ecning,  as  resoeirch  into  heart  disease,  the  causes  of  cancer, 
and  mental  disease  show  increasing  light  on  their  prevention 
or  lii'iita t ion,  and  is  no  longer  confined  to  envirorjaent''! 
hygiene  and  investigation  and  control  of  communicable  disc  ses. 

On  the  following  pages  are  the  gen.jral  and  vital 
statistics  on  birth  and  death  ratss,  the  causes  of  death  and 
the  prevalence  and  control  of  infectious  disease  notified. 

The  report  of  Mr.  Pr'.-nch,  the  S senior  Public  Health  Insxaector 
details  the  large  nun'iber  of  inspections  carried  out  and  the 
saiT.ples  taken  for  examination  at  the  Public  Health  L-'boratory, 
Bath,  an  iivportant  contribution  to’w  rds  the  maintenance  and 
ii^pcovoi-ent  of  the  health  of  the  public.

WATER  SUPPLIES 
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The  North  Wilts , Wstor  Board  finally  took  over 
the  adniinietra  tion  of  the  Com^.cil' c Water  Undertakings 
on  the  let  October,  1962  end  decided  that  the  appointment 
of  0 R'U.dicrl  Officer  to  th..  Board  was  not  ro'-uired. 

The  Chief  Medical  Officer  to  the  Ministry  of  Health 
stated  in  his  Annual  Report  for  1957  tha.t  all  beater  under- 
takings should  ensure  that  they  have  access  to  competent 
medical  advice  at  all  tirri^s.  The  W''ter  Board  also  reouires 
advice  on  the  medical  fitness  of  nev;  em^^loy..ec  ''.nd  whether 
those  employed  in  intiraate  contact  with  water  arc  free  from 
intestinal  infection.  It  was  conside-rud  advisable  ther^jfore 
to  convc;ne  a meeting  between  the  Clerk  and  Engineer  of  the 
North  Wilts,  Water  Board,  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of 
the  adjoining  Districts  within  the  area  of  supply  of  the 
Board,  and  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 

Bath  to  arrange  a sampling  procedure  for  the  future  and  to 
define  -und  accept  individual  responsibilities.

1936  & 1957  - Overcrowdingo 


One  case  only  of  overcrowding  v/as  found  in 
non-Council  houses  during  the  year  and  this  was 
abated  as  a result  of  informal  actiono  Little  is 
heard  of  the  overcrowding  problem  these  days.  The 
very  low  statutory  standard  introduced  some  26  years 
ago  is  obviously  outdated,  and  I think  a revised 
standard  should  be  forthcoming.  Only  another 
national  survey  vi^ill  expose  unrecorded  cases. 

Early  in  the  year  a survey  was  carried  out 
to  ascertain  the  extent  of  overcrowding  in  the 
Councii^  Married  Quarters  Estates;  thirteen  cases 
came  to  light.  As  a result  of  my  report  to  the 
Public  Health  Committee,  the  matter  was  referred  to 
the  Housing  Committee. 

Up  to  the  end  of  the  year,  three  families 
had  been  re-housed,  and  in  one,  the  extent  of  over- 
crov/ding  relieved.  It  is  hoped  to  relieve  a 
number  by  transfer  to  the  Brook  dtreet  Development. 

Pollov7-up  inspections  have  been  made  of  the 
properties  occupied  by  coloured  immigrants  to  which 
reference  was  made  in  my  report  for  1961.  I am  glad 
to  be  able  to  report  no  difficulties  and  that  there 
is  a greater  understanding  of  the  standards  required.

Twenty-five  observations  were  made  and  informal  action 
taken  in  eight  cases  regarding  the  emission  of  smoke  from 
the  chimneys  of  industrial  premises.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Disinfection  was  carried  out  in  nine  homes, 
one  school  and  one  hospital  (ten  times)  after  infectious 
diseases.  Bedding  and  similar  articles  are  treated  by 
steam  or  destroyed  when  this  is  considered  necessary. 

No  charge  is  made  for  fumigation  or  steam  disinfection 
v/hen  this  is  done  because  of  infectious  disease.

SWIMMING  POOL 


Regular  samples  from  the  swimming  and  paddling  pools 
were  taken  during  the  summer  months  and  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service.  The  samples,  taken  at  peak  loads  at  fortnightly 
intervals,  are  to  assess  the  efficiency  of  the  treatment, 
which  is  of  the  continuous  filtration,  circulation  and 
chlorination  type.  More  frequent  tests,  to  determine  the 
residual  chlorine  content  of  the  water,  are  carried  out  by 
the  bath  superintendent. 
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DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  (V/ASTE  FOODS) 


The  Council  accepted  delegation  from  the 
County  Council  of  this  Order.,  There  are  eight 
licenced  premises  in  the  Borough  (six  only  are 
actually  processing  waste  food)  and  these  are 
inspected  from  time  to  time  in  connection  viiith 
the  enforcement  of  the  Order. 

In  one  case  it  was  necessary  to  draw  a 
pig  keeper’s  attention  to  the  feeding  of  his  pigs 
with  unboiled  kitchen  waste  by  householders  in 
the  vicinity. 


PET  ANIMLS  ACT  1951. 


Two  licences  were  issued  to  keep  pet  shops. 
These  premises  are  inspected,  although  the  only 
pets  sold  are  cage-birds,  goldfish  and  tortoises. 


ERADICATION  OF  VERMIN. 

Some  verminous  infestations  were  dealt 
with  by  the  use  of  D.D.T.  and  Gammexana  Insecticides. 

In  a number  of  cases,  advice  and  assistance 
was  given  in  connection  with  fly  and  wasp  infestations. 


RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  methods  used  have,  on  the  whole,  become 
standardised  throughout  the  country,  and  are  as 
recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries • 

Poisons  used  are  - Zinc  Phosphide,  Arsenious 
Oxide,  V/arfarin,  A.NoT.U.  , and  Red  Squill. 

The  sewers,  brooks  and  sewage  outfall  works 
are  now  treated  as  a routine  measure  twice  yearly, 
the  refuse  tips  are  closely  watched  and  treated  as 
often  as  may  be  necessary.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD, 

MEAT  INSPECTION » 


The  Bacon  Factory  continues  to  maintain  the 
heavy  slaughtering  of  the  last  few  years.  The  Wiltshire 
Bacon  Company,  during  the  year,  slaughtered  some  50,015 
pigs  on  their  premises. 

A system  of  detention  is  operated  at  the  Bacon 
Factory.  Factory  operatives,  instructed  hy  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors,  and  working  under  their  control, 
examine  the  pigs  during  the  course  of  slaughter,  * 
incising  the  head  and  offal  glands.  Animals  which 
show  any  disease  or  abnormalities  in  carcase  or  organs 
are  labelled  and  detained  and  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  P.H.  Inspector  while  he  is  engaged  on  routine  meat 
inspection.  This  system  of  detention  is  the  best 
that  can  be  adopted  under  the  circumstances.  All 
offals  are  inspected  by  Local  Authority  Officers 
before  leaving  the  slaughterhouse. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  Ministry  will,  in 
due  course,  be  insisting  on  1 0O^b  inspection  at  this 
factory,  in  which  case  the  Council  will  need  to  increase 
the  qualified  staff  of  the  department. 

At  the  Butcher’s  slaughterhouse,  one  hundred 
per  cent  meat  inspection  is  carried  out  by  Local 
Authority  qualified  officers. 

On  the  1st  January  1959,  the  Slaughterhouse 
(Hygiene)  Regulations  1958,  and  the  Slaughter  of 
Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations  1958, 
came  into  operation. 

These  Regulations  v/ere  designed  to  secure 
the  observance  of  sanitary  and  cleanly  conditions 
in  connection  with  the  construction  and  operation 
of  slaughterhouses  and  the  handling  of  meat  therein. 

They  impose  upon  occupiers  of  slaughterhouses 
requirements  as  to  the  layout,  drainage,  equipment, 
maintenance,  cleanliness,  ventilation,  lighting, 
water  supply,  management  and  personal  hygiene,  and 
provides  for  safeguards  against  the  infliction  of 
unnecessary  suffering. 


Three  slaughterhouses  were  brought  up-to-date 
and  made  to  comply  with  the  new  regulations.

CY3TICERCUS  BOVIS 


Routine  examination  of  Ueef  carcases  and  organs  is 
carried  out  to  detect  the  parasite  of  Cysticercus  Bovis 
as  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Pood.  Cysticercus  Bovis  is  the  cystic  stage  of 
taenia  saginata,  the  tape?/orm  of  man.  During  the  year, 
twenty-three  carcases  v\fere  found  to  be  infected,  the 
cysts  being  located  in  the  head  in  ten  cases,  the  heart 
in  eleven  cases  and  in  the  diaphragm  in  two  cases. 

Of  the  cysts  found,  twelve  were  viable  and  eleven 
degenerated.  Where  infestation  is  localised,  the  part 
of  the  carcase  or  the  organ  affected  is  rejected  as  unfit 
for  human  consumption;  the  remainder  of  the  carcase  is  ^ 
placed  in  cold  storage  at  a temperature  not  exceeding  20  P 
for  a period  of  three  weeks,  and  then  released  for  human 
consumption.  Failing  refrigeration,  the  entire  carcase 
and  offal  is  rejected. 


All  carcases  and  offals  found  at  the  Bacon  Factories 
and  Slaughterhouses  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption,  are 
mutilated  and  dyed  prior  to  disposal  to  firms  outside  the 
Borough  for  conversion  into  animal  food  and  fertilisers. 
Tinned  and  other  packaged  foodstuffs  are  collected  and 
disposed  of  on  the  Council’s  Refuse  Tip.

FOOD  PREMISES o 

Inapections  made  to  supervise  the  preparation, 
handling  or  storage  of  food  in  shops,  restaurants,  hake- 
houses,  markets  and  factory  canteens,  totalled  684 o 

46  Notices  were  served  for  contraventions  of  the 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  Many  of  these  require  the 
maintenance  or  replacement  of  the  necessary  equipipent. 

The  following  list  shows  the  matters  with  which 
these  Notices  were  concerned:- 

Wash-hand  basins,  absence  of  hot  v;ater. 

Locker  accommodation  for  outdoor  clothing. 

Defective  or  dirty  condition  of  walls,  floors, 

ceilings,  v\;oodwork,  equipment  and  working  surfaces. 

Impervious  surfaces  to  counters  and  tables. 

Bins;  provision  of  properly  covered  bins  for  waste 

products , 

Delivery  vehicles  and  mobile  shops. 

Handwashing  notices. 

Every  opportunity  is  taken  to  instruct  personnel 
on  the  frequent  and  intelligent  use  of  equipment  and  of 
the  principles  of  hygiene.  Scrupulous  food  preparation 
and  handling  will  prevent  food  poisoning  incidents,  and 
there  is  still  need  for  much  educational  effort  in  this 
field. 


A great  deal  of  the  vi^ork  of  maintaining  standards  in 
food  hygiene  should  be  done  by  the  public  themselves, 
by  their  careful  selection  of  shops  where  they  can  see  for 
themselves  what  kind  of  standard  is  maintained  behind  the 
counter,  iVhere  the  public  are  dis-sat isf ied  with  the 
handling,  for  example,  of  cooked  meat  or  dairy  products, 
they  should  bring  this  fact  to  the  notice  of  the  shopkeeper 
and,  if  they  have  no  satisfaction,  go  to  another  shop. 

Police  Court  proceedings  v/ere  taken  by  the  Council 
against  a grocer  who  had  sold  to  a customer  sliced  bacon 
which  was  not  of  the  quality  of  the  article  demanded  by  the 
purchaser  in  that  there  v/as  present  a foreign  body,  namely 
a cigarette  end,  contrary  to  Section  2 of  the  Food  & Drugs 
Act,  1955  • The  defendant  v/as  fined  £50, 

The  standard  of  food  hygiene  is  improving.  Every 
encouragement  is  given  to  traders  to  install  refrigerated 
window  and  counter  displays  as  an  ideal  m.ethod  of  storage 
prior  to  sale. 

There  is  a marked  increase  in  the  volume  of  frozen 
foods  nov;  sold  v/hich  has  called  for  special  attention. 

Careful  watch  is  maintained  in  order  to  ensure  that  frozen- 
food  cabinets  are  maintained  in  good  condition  and  not 
overloaded,  with  an  emphasis  on  disposal  of  foodstuffs 
in  proper  rotation.  Load-line  levels  should  be  strictly 
adhered  to  because  goods  stored  above  this  line  are 
subjected  to  thawing  and  may  become  unsuitable  or  unwholesome. 

Frequent  inspections  are  made  of  mobile  shops  and  the 
stalls  retailing  foodstuffs  in  the  weekly  market.  One 
notice  was  served  upon  a stallholder  in  the  market  because 
of  the  insufficiency  of  the  staining  of  knacker  meat  sold 
there . 

Visits  are  also  made  to  the  food  stalls  which 
accompany  the  shov\^  ground  people. 

Litter  baskets  are  provided  by  the  Council  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  fried  fish  shops  and  milk  vending  machines 
in  an  effort  to  keep  the  streets  tidy.

Of  the  ninety-seven  samples  of  milks  taken,  one 
pasteurised  T.T„  sample  failed  the  phosphatase  test 
required  by  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations 
i960,  and  was  investigated  by  the  County  Public  Health 
Inspector  at  the  pasteurising  plant,  which  was  outside 
the  area  of  this  Authority,  The  Biological  samples  were 
all  negative. 

Sample  failures  of  raw  milk  are  first  investigated 
at  the  distributing  dairy  to  clarify  whether  the  producer 
or  the  distributor  is  at  fault.  If  a farm  investigation 
is  called  for,  then  notification  is  given  to  the  Milk 
Regulations  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 

Fisheries  and  Food. 

As  a check  on  the  efficiency  of  milk  bottle  cleansing, 
nine  sets  v/ere  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 

All  were  satisfactory. 

The  Council  accepted  delegation  from  the  County 
Council  of  their  duties  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation) 
Regulations,  i960,  as  from  the  17th  October,  1961, 

I feel  I must  again  draw  attention  to  the  difficulties 
experienced  at  the  bottle  Washing  Plants,  due  to  bottles 
being  misused  before  being  returned  to  the  dairy.  Consumers 
are  advised  to  - rinse  the  empty  bottles,  promptly  return 
them  to  the  dairyman  and  not  to  use  them  for  purposes  other 
than  as  milk  containers. 
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MILK  AND  DAIRIES.  Cont’d, 

Milk  from  refrigerated  machines  has  become  very  popular. 
Four  of  these  machines  are  installed  in  the  town  and  thirteen 
in  a vVorkSo  The  disposable  cartons  are  filled  and  hygienically 
sealed  in  the  dairy.  This  system,  overcomes  the  difficulties 
experienced  by  the  fouling  of  milk  bottles  in  heavy  indust- 
rial factories.  The  machines  are  cleansed  and  replenished 
daily.  Regular  samples  are  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination. 

The  Borough  is  9 of  course,  in  a specified  area.  All 
milk  now  sold  by  retail  must  be  "specially  designated" 
milk,  (that  is,  pasteurised,  sterilised,  or  tuberculin 
tested  milk) .
